- Point Washington Medical Clinic 
Provides FREE Healthcare in SoWal 


Point Washington Medical Clinic has 
opened its doors to the community. The 
clinic is a ministry of Point Washington 
United Methodist Church (PWUMC), a 
501(c)(3), and is located in the Stephens 
Center behind the sanctuary at PWUMC. 


While the clinic does accept donations, 
which are tax deductible, there is no 
charge for treatment and insurance is not 
required. 


Dr. Patsy Vargo and Hillary Glenn, DNP, 
ARNP, the visionaries behind the clinic, 
are the physicians on duty. The clinic is 
also served by several volunteer nurses. 
In addition to the full volunteer medical 
staff, the clinic has several assisting in 
translation, check-in and health education. 


Dr. Vargo made the mission clear. “We 
strive to deliver quality medical care in a 
safe, non-traditional setting. All patients 
are accepted. All ages are accepted. 
No documents, no pay statements, no 
insurance, no problem.” 


“It’s such a great privilege to be able to 
provide this service to our community,” 
adds Glenn. “I believe it adds so much 
value to an already unique and welcoming 
area such as Point Washington. We 
hope to see, serve and connect with our 
surrounding neighbors through this new 
outreach.” 


The clinic will treat simple, straightforward, 
non-emergent ailments such as 
hypertension, diabetes, simple lacerations 
(tetanus can be given when indicated), 
simple infections of the ears, sinuses, and 
lungs, and seasonal allergies. The clinic 
will also offer required and preventative 
services such as school and sport physicals.

Efforts have been made to procure 
medications that are reasonably priced. 
Emergency life-threatening ailments will 
be referred to the appropriate emergency 
room. Narcotics and controlled substances 
will not be dispensed. 


The clinic is located at 1290 N. CR-395 
in Point Washington. It is currently open 
on Wednesdays from 7:30 a.m. to 1:30 
p.m. Patients are seen on a first-come, 
first-served basis. All efforts will be made 
to continue exams until all patients have 
been seen.

Florida’s Water Seems Free for the Taking

Here’s a government agency that 
sucks. 


Literally. 


Recently, the Southwest Florida Water 
Management District voted to cut the 
flow of the famed freshwater springs 
that feed Crystal River and Kings 
Bay by up to 11 percent. Billions and 
billions more gallons will be diverted to 
benefit developers. 


That’s major suckage from the springs, 
and plenty of people showed up at the 
SWFWMD meeting to speak against 
it. Still, board members voted 9-1 to 
rob the flow. 


This sort of sellout has been happening 
at water districts throughout Florida 
since Gov. Rick Scott packed the 
boards with pro-development and 
pro-Big Agriculture surrogates. 


It’s the same reason that the South 
Florida Water Management District, 
which oversees water policy in the 
southeastern part of the state, is now 
basically a public-relations arm of the 
sugar industry. 


Over on the west coast, the SWFWMD 
(sometimes known as Swiftmud) 
insists its computer models show that 
the Crystal River and 70 springs of 
Kings Bay won’t be damaged by more 
groundwater pumping. 


The agency says its findings were 
submitted for scientific peer review and 
found to be “thorough, scientifically 
reasonable and based on the best 
available data.” 


Lots of folks who live there don’t believe 
it. They’ve seen the clear springs 
change in alarming ways as the flow 
has been choked to provide more water 
for development. 


Craig Pittman of the Tampa Bay Times 
reports that residents of Crystal River 
and Kings Bay are encountering 
algae blooms, pollution, and even 
the appearance of saltwater fish and 
barnacles, never a good sign in a 
freshwater river. 


While the iconic manatees still gather 
by the hundreds there, attracting 
tourists from all over the world, the 
water quality is declining. The Florida 
Springs Institute says Swiftmud’s 
computer models overlooked the 
obvious long-term damage from a 
worsening trend: 


Groundpumping in that area has 
increased from 401 millions gallons a 
day in the 1960s to about 965 million 
gallons a day in the current decade. 


Siphoning Florida’s public springs to 
enrich private industry doesn’t bother 
policy makers in Tallahassee. Bottled 
water companies, for example, are 
encouraged to help themselves to our 
aquifers. 


The Nestle Corporation, which markets 
Zephyrhills and other popular brands, 
spent a measly $230 for a permit to suck 
almost 1.5 million gallons daily from the 
Blue Spring in Madison County. 


Worried about the threat of dangerous 
droughts, the staff of the local water 
management district argued for a 
reduction in the amount of water Nestle 
would be allowed to take. State officials 
sided with Nestle and even offered tax 
breaks for its bottling plant, which 
opened in 2004. 


The company has said it deserves to 
get all that precious spring water for 
free, because it’s a good neighbor and 
job provider. 


Ironically, while Nestle is allowed 
to continue this massively lucrative 
suckfest, Florida officials are pursuing 
a costly lawsuit against the state of 
Georgia, alleging that it diverts too 
much water from the Apalachicola, 
Chattahoochee and Flint rivers. 


The result has been serious downstream 
damage to Apalachicola Bay, impacting 
oyster and seafood production. 


Because, duh, that’s what often 
happens when you screw around with 
a natural water supply, whether it’s a 
river or an underground spring. 


The Crystal River controversy arose 
because a 2016 law requires water 
districts to set “minimum flows” for all 


Florida springs. As you would expect 
from Scott appointees, the levels being 
set allow generous water diversions to 
accommodate future development. 


The Florida Defenders of the 
Environment and other groups are 
suing the St. Johns River Water 
Management District challenging 
the low flow levels approved for 
Silver Springs, another treasure and 
landmark tourist destination. 


The lax new Crystal River rule could 
end up in court, too, and it should. 
Any data presented as “science” by 
politicized water boards deserves 
intense scrutiny, because the stakes 
are so high. 


We think of Florida’s fresh springs 
as eternal, but in truth they can be 
polluted, salt-infused and sapped to a 
relative trickle by exploitative pumping. 
While the consequences might not be 
as visually distressing as dead oyster 
beds in Apalachicola Bay, it’s the same 
moral crime, born of the same greed. 


So the governor is suing Georgia for 
doing the same thing to Florida rivers 
that he’s doing to Florida springs. Can 
you bottle hypocrisy?

That phrase and various variations 
have been used by certain Republicans 
over the years to distinguish them, 
with their principled belief in low taxes, 
less regulation and other elements of 
conservative orthodoxy, from those 
wild-eyed types who believe in gay 
bans, Muslim bans and Kenyan birth, 
and who tend to behave with a sense 
of contemplative restraint typically 
associated with pigs at feeding time. 


To accuse conservatives of such 
extremism has often meant being 
chided by rank and file Republicans 
that those flame throwers and 
zealots weren’t really conservatives. 
“Thoughtful” conservatives, they’d tell 
you, were far more sober and realistic 
than that. 


They never seemed to understand the 
obvious. Namely, that the very need 
of “thoughtful” conservatives, to use 
that modifier, is a tacit concession 
that something has gone wrong with 
conservatism. 


Worse, for all the disdain with which 
they regarded them, “thoughtful” 
conservatives were never above trying 
to co-opt the energy the rowdies 
brought to the table. There was no 
conspiracy theory too bizarre, no 
rhetoric too hateful, no tax pledge too 
restrictive, no Alaskan governor too 
loony, no reality show host too coarse, 
mendacious or incompetent, that they 
could not make common cause in 
pursuit of power. 


Which offers an interesting context to 
news that House Speaker Paul Ryan 
was pointedly snubbed last week by

Bigger Questions About Basic Income

Want to immediately convince all 
your conservative friends that you’re 
an out-and-out Marxist that absolutely 
despises capitalism? Just bring up the 
subject of universal basic income (UBI). 


Don’t even mention your stance on 
it, just mention that almost every 
existing minimum wage job and many 
medium-income jobs will inevitably 
be automated in the next 10 to 20 
years, if not sooner. Bank tellers, fast 
food, taxis, clerks, vehicle repair, mail 
delivery...you name it. 


For those who aren’t familiar, UBI is 
a form of social security in which all 
citizens of a country regularly receive 
a set amount of money, either from the 
government or other public institution, 


in addition to any income received 
elsewhere. 


If, for some reason, you believe mundane 
and repetitive labor will not be replaced 
by computers—or you're not aware that 
it’s already happening—for the sake of 
this article, let’s assume it will and it 
is. Let’s say only half the hourly-rate 
positions become obsolete in the next 
20 years—that’s at least 39 million 
evaporated jobs in just the United 
States. Factor in a growing population, 
and there will be a staggering amount 
of people out of work by 2030. 


Despite the glaring redundancy of a 
person performing manual work that 
a computer could achieve much faster 
and more efficiently, many people will 
feel existentially at a loss knowing 
there’s no longer a job for them. This

is because most people derive a certain 
amount of social meaning from their 
work, despite the actual value of 
whatever it is they do. 


At the very least, work gives people a 
routine, keeping us busy enough to 
not think too hard about life or reflect 
on depressing thoughts. There is also 
the feeling of reward, having earned a 
paycheck that cannot be replaced with 
basic income. 


There’s also a risk that many people 
simply won’t be able to cope with when 
they have so much free time on their 
hands. They will feel powerless to their 
circumstances and become severely 
depressed without a carved-out role to 
fill. This could lead to substance abuse 
and crime. 


On the other hand, for someone who’d 
embrace the freedom and can see life 
outside of a daily 9-to-5, a Universal Basic 
Income will present vast opportunities 
to study, write, invent, stay healthy and 
discover new interests. Just as there are 
people who derive purpose in manual 
labor, there are also many people who 
find a deeper, much richer meaning not 


being tied down to something purely to 
make ends meet. 


Unfortunately, many people who feel 
this way have no choice—that is, if they 
want to have health insurance and bills 
paid for their family, they better get to 
work. 


The late Stephen Jay Gould once said, 
“IT am, somehow, less interested in the 
weight and convolutions of Einstein’s 
brain than in the near certainty that 
people of equal talent have lived and died 
in cotton fields and sweat shops.” There’s 
no telling how many innovations and 
novel ideas have been squandered due 
to the insistence of manual labor. 


There’s also the question of whether 
basic income is even a feasible model. 
Many experts have said that although 
basic income will become a necessity in 
the future, it will only be supplemental. 
People will still have to find other ways 
to earn income, and not everyone will 
be savvy enough to make that happen. 


The dilemma of jobs disappearing will 
only become more relevant as time goes 
forward.

Creating a Livable Community

It’s that time of year again in Destin. 
The beaches are packed. The checkout 
lines at grocery stores are long. The 
charter boats are running multiple 
trips a day to take advantage of the 
short red snapper season. Crab Island 
is not a weekend thing anymore—it’s 
an everyday gathering of every floating 
machine ever invented. The west end 
of the harbor is not so much a festive 
atmosphere as it is an all-out, full-on 
carnival. 


But unfortunately, that’s not all. This 
is also the time of year that brings 
a steady dose of catastrophic death. 
Pedestrian and bicycle fatalities have 
become numbingly familiar. The new 
million-dollar crosswalkie things don’t 
seem to be much of a solution. Our 
collective response to these deaths 
seems to be “Wow, another one?” 


Not surprisingly, at the end of their 
vacation, our visitors would like to 
return home with the same number of 
people they brought to Destin. 


Destin is fated to have, as our main 
thoroughfare, a four-lane highway (with 
curb cuts every 100 feet for fast food and 
t-shirt outlets) bisecting our town. The 
great majority of vehicles are passing 
through on their way to somewhere 
else. Every year brings more traffic—and 
requests to add more lanes. That idea is 
like a fat man continually loosening his 
belt as he gets fatter. It’s not effective. 


Who would have guessed that the 
two-lanes of Old Highway 98 or the 
two-lanes of 30A would have been one

of the keys to robust growth and that 
our modern thoroughfare would have 
been an onerous handicap? 


The common theme of every resurgent 
city in this country—even around 
the world—is the attempt to make 
communities pedestrian friendly. 
Cities are doing everything they can 
to discourage automobile traffic and 
encourage cyclists. Unfortunately, 
even if the desire exists to move Destin 
in this direction, accomplishing a 
reasonably walkable community will 
be difficult. But the stakes of doing 
nothing are high also. 


The Crystal Beach area of Destin is 
the most livable, mixed-use part of 
town. There aren’t corporate chain 
businesses everywhere because there 
is not enough automobile, drive-by 
traffic to support them. There aren’t 
bike lanes—the traffic only moves at 
15 to 20 miles per hour—and there’s 
an oyster shell shoulder by the road. 
There aren’t expensive crosswalkie 
lights—just painted crosswalks on 
the road, but they work. People enjoy 
biking, walking their dogs, and jogging, 
all without fear of having their vacation 
ruined by getting run over. 


Twenty miles to the east is another 
world. Real estate and business values 
have soared along a stretch of an old 
two-lane road. People get to 30A by car, 
but once there, they employ every non- 
motorized means of transportation you 
can imagine. There aren’t any jet skis, 
pontoon boats or parasails. But there 
are thousands of bikes, paddleboards 
and kayaks. There are people walking 
everywhere.

The visitors to 30A aren’t any nicer than 
the tourists in Destin. It’s likely that 
they are a bit snobbier. But one thing 
is certain, they have more money. It’s 
a sensitive subject. But, unfortunately 
for almost all business people, if you’re 
trying to sell something it’s easier to sell 
to people who have money. 


Sophisticated, savvy travelers all have 
one thing in common. They avoid 
tourist traps like the plague. Successful 
communities that depend on tourism 
know this. They do everything they 
can to avoid the dreaded tag “tourist 
trap” because higher income tourists 
are the goal. It results in prosperous 
businesses, higher real estate values, 
more lucrative rental rates, and extra 
money for infrastructure. It’s a tricky 
subject, but it’s universal. 


The same amenities that attract 
wealthier tourists attract other people, 
too. People who want to relocate their 
families, their businesses and their 
money are drawn to certain things. 
Nice places to live are almost always 
nice places to visit. 


Destin’s future depends on these 
things. In addition to providing a 
town that provides a relatively safe 
atmosphere for walking and cycling, 
we need more. More trees. We need 


underground utilities (cars wrecking 
into power poles cause outages at 
our restaurants several times a year). 
Faster Internet service. 


We don’t need good schools—we 
need ridiculously excellent schools. A 
community swimming pool. We need 
less of the things that detract from our 
remarkable beaches, bay and harbor. We 
need less of the things that make Destin 
not much different from any exit off of 
any interstate highway in this country. 


It’s going to take hard work. It’s going 
to require that we look at things 
differently than we have in the past. 
We're going to have to pay attention to 
what neighboring areas have done to 
create livable communities. 


What we don’t need is a Tourist 
Development Council dramatically 
pushing for more advertising. Our 
tourism was developed (and much 
better developed) 20 years ago. We 
needed a Tourist Maintenance Council. 
Many of our regular visitors from years 
past aren’t coming to Destin anymore. 
They’re not tempted by special deals 
and promotions. They’ve been here. 
They’re not coming back. 


Unfortunately, we can’t advertise our 
way out of this.

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The Reality of Ken and Andi Johnson

I must really love these guys, 
considering it was a four-hour 
round trip from Fort Walton Beach 
to Seaside, where Ken and Andi 
Johnson are getting ready to set 
up for their weekly show in the 
amphitheater as Huck and Lilly. 


They offer to buy lunch at Bud & 
Alley’s Pizza Bar, and I happily accept 
even though it’s way too early to 
take full advantage of the couple’s 
generosity by ordering several pricey 
cocktails. I’m grateful they don’t like 
any of that weird stuff on their pie. 


This is one of the couple’s favorite 
local spots, along with the state 
parks and the Coastal Dune Lakes, 
where they like to take the boat out 
and catch fish for dinner. When 
dining out, they lean toward Cowgirl 
Kitchen and Old Florida Fish House 
in Seagrove Beach and Rosemary 
Beach’s La Crema. 


“You feel like you’re in another 
country when you go to La Crema,” 
says Andi. 


I first met the Johnsons a year ago, 
when Beachcomber profiled the couple 
under their kid-friendly personas. At 
the time, they were commuting back 
and forth from Nashville, but now 
they call Seagrove Beach home. 


“’m getting more work done here than 
I did in Nashville. More meaningful 
work anyway,” says Ken. 


Huck and Lilly perform most Tuesday 
evenings at the Seaside Amphitheater 
at 6:30. They will also be at the Hub 
30A in Watersound July 12. After 
tonight’s show, they—Ken and Andi, 
I mean—will head up to Nashville for 
the CMT Music Awards. 


The Johnsons aren’t up for any CMT 
honors this year, but were invited 
due to their status as recurring cast 
members on the network’s reality 
show I Love Kellie Pickler. Andi and 
the country music diva are also BFFs 
in real life. The show kicks offits third 
season Aug. 3—“We’re in about 60 
to 70 percent of the episodes,” says 
Ken—and while the Johnsons are 
members of the Screen Actors Guild, 
they are quick to inform me that 
the pay scale for reality television is 
“different” from scripted series. 


“They don’t ever tell us what to say,” 
Andi adds. “We just have fun, and they 
edit it the way they want.” She calls 
the Pickler show a “docu-comedy.”

“It’s a no-drama, positive thing,” says 
Ken, which I find interesting since 
Kellie Pickler executive producer 
Ryan Seacrest is also responsible 
for ramming the Kardashians down 
America’s throats. 


Occasionally, you might hear one 
of the Johnsons’ original songs on 
the show. Sometimes they’re written 
while the cameras are rolling. 


Since we last talked, Ken has launched 
HitSongwriterHouseConcerts.com, 
which is kind of like one of those 
30A Fest “Songwriters in the Round” 
shows in your living room. Shows are 
set to begin in July, and Ken says the 
first three months are already booked. 
“T wanted to find a way to still make a 
living in the music business,” he says. 


The two-hour shows will feature folks 
like James Slater, Billy Montana, Al 
Anderson, and Kellie Pickler’s on-and- 
off-screen husband Kyle Jacobs. Ken 
says he will offer Huck and Lilly 
shows, too. The only requirement to 
be part of the stable of performers is 


“you have to have a minimum of five 
number-one songs to your credit,” 
says Ken. 


Speaking of which, Ken landed a 
song on the latest Harry Connick Jr. 
album. It’s called “Every Time I Fallin 
Love.” He, Andi, Kellie and Kyle went 
to New York recently to promote the 
reality series on Connick’s daytime 
talk show. Ken had not met Connick 
but wanted to say hey and shake 
Harry’s hand. 


“He looked at me and walked over 
during a break,” says Ken. “He told 
me he loved the song and said he 
was going to perform it on the show. 
‘And you’re going to sing it with me,’ 
he said. ‘Now?!?’ I asked. And Harry 
said, ‘No, in 30 seconds.” 


You can also hear a song that Ken 
wrote (with Tim Montana and ZZ 
Top’s Billy Gibbons) in the upcoming 
Tom Berenger-Gina Gershon film 
American Dresser. The movie’s title 
refers to a specific type of Harley. Andi 
landed a cut on the recent Brothers 
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Osborne album. “It’s called ‘Heart 
Shaped Locket,” she says, adding 
almost too giddily: “It’s a cheating 
song!” 


Ken is also involved with an outfit 
(sorry, couldn’t help myself) called the 
Black Jacket Symphony, and he and 
Andi occasionally get a chance to see 
some of our local musicians in action. 
“I performed with Balder (Saunders) 
and Kyle (Ogle) and Forrest Williams 
and Chris Alvarado at a crawfish 
boil,” says Ken. “I like Hugh Mitchell, 
too, and we see a lot of great touring 
musicians at the Hub and Seaside.” 


We barely have time to browse Central 
Square Records before I have to begin 
my long journey home (it’s bowling 
night) and Ken has to set up for 
tonight’s show. But I do manage to 
hang around long enough to eyeball 
a nice display for the Huck and Lilly 
CD. You should buy a copy for every 
kid you know, starting with yourself.

More than anything, I hope you’re in good health. 
Your battle with hepatitis-C in the early 2000s 
has been well documented. 

Yes, I’m about to begin the tour tomorrow. I’m in 
Dallas now, where my wife Nancy and I live. It was 
a long struggle—20-something years of dealing with 
that disease. I’ve become involved in spreading 
awareness of liver cancer. I’m feeling really well and 
doing my part to help others that might have the 
same problems (I had). 


Congratulations on 25 years as a solo artist. What 
have been some of the highlights of the past 
quarter century? 

It’s been a good run. Just making my first solo album 
was one of the biggest of all. The first of the three 
records I made with Stephen Bruton, who we lost 
to cancer about five years ago. A lot of the lessons I 
learned from Stephen I carry with me still. Bruton 
had a beautiful feel for music. I can’t say one bad 
thing about him except that I wish he was still with 
us. 


Recording A Man Under the Influence with Chris 
Stamey. Being signed to Bloodshot Records. Playing 
with heroes like Ian Hunter and Bruce Springsteen. 
Here we are 40 something years later, so that’s pretty 
cool. 


Are Peter Buck (R.E.M.) and Scott McCaughey 
(The Minus Five, Young Fresh Fellows)—your Burn 
Something Beautiful collaborators—part of the 
current touring band? 

Collaborators have always lent something to make 
my vision more developed, the sound more concise 
and focused than maybe I would have if left to my 
own devices. 


We don’t get to tour as much as we'd like, because 
their (Buck and McCaughey's) schedules are pretty 
intense. We’re doing a July show in Marina Del Rey 
California, and then up to Portland, Oregon, to write 
the new record. It might be a more acoustic sounding 
album. 


I would think there would be a lot of musicians 
wanting to work with you, especially the folks in 
Austin, Texas. 

I get to work with a lot of great guys. Living in Dallas 
now, it’s harder to get down to Austin. We travel so 
much. We just finished a solo tour, and 32 shows 
in 45 days in 10 different countries with a band 
from Italy. We’re constantly working, so it’s hard 
to keep one band because I’m trying to do so many 
things. Eventually I want to write a book, a “mythical 
memoir.” 


Is there anyone you’d love to work with? 

I wanted to work with Bowie, of course. I’ve never 
worked with Daniel Lanois or Brian Eno—I’d love to 
work with them. I’m doing two albums next year, one 
with the Italian band, Don Antonio. 


You were in some good bands (Rank and File, True 
Believers) prior to going solo in 1992.

On this tour, half is really obscure things and a lot

You come from a very musical family. Who 
inspired you most during your formative years, 
in or outside the family?

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Latin Salsa Festival Commemorates 10 Years

Jose Garcia first conceived of the idea to 
host a Hispanic-themed event in the mid- 
1980s while listening to Latin-influenced 
music at the old Thunderbird Club on 
Okaloosa Island. 


“I remember Miami Sound Machine being 
very popular at the time, so every time 
they and similar-sounding music came 
on, people would go wild,” says Garcia, 
a native of Puerto Rico who first came to 
the area in 1981 when he was stationed 
as an airman at Hurlburt Field. 


Few Latinos lived in the area at the time, 
but as the decades progressed and that 
population grew, so did his ambitions 
and longing for the food and culture 
he’d left behind. It was a sentiment he 
heard from many other Hispanics, who 
didn’t necessarily want to return to their 
countries of origin but missed the familiar 
sights, sounds and smells of home. 


What started out in 2008 as a beach 
barbecue at a pavilion on Eglin Beach 
Park has since evolved into the annual, 
all-day Latin Salsa Festival. The event, 
aimed at promoting and sharing Hispanic 
culture and heritage, now draws an 


average of about 3,000 each year. 


Celebrating its tenth anniversary this 
year, the free event will be held 10 
a.m.-10 p.m. Saturday, June 17, at the 
Landing in Fort Walton Beach. Numerous 
activities will be held throughout the 
day for people of all ages, including a 
dominoes tournament, dancing and 
raffles. 


Live music will be provided by Michael 
Aldahondo (Pensacola), Conjunto Guajiba 
con Sharina (Massachusetts), Latin Soul 
Orchestra (Tallahassee), Luis Manuel 
“La Lena” (Orlando), La Morenita Del 
Swing (Puerto Rico) and Taller De Bomba 
Balancé (Orlando). 


Between 25 and 30 vendors will have 
booths set up, with some handing out 
information and selling souvenirs and 
others offering up a variety of Caribbean- 
style food. 


The event is hosted each year by the 
Northwest Florida Boricuas Ausentes 
(“Puerto Ricans Absent from Puerto 
Rico”), which Garcia founded in 2009 
specifically to host the festival. “This is 
the first year that we have had quite a bit 
of corporate support,” he says.

In addition to providing Latin-style food 
and fun, the festival donates a portion 
of the day’s proceeds to AMIkids. The 
national nonprofit provides services to 
at-risk youth across the country with a 
particular focus on southeastern states. 
Fort Walton Beach, Pensacola and 
Panama City all have local chapters. 


Garcia estimates only about $500- 
1,000 has been donated to date, but

hopes to increase that amount as the 
festival gains more momentum and 
sponsorships. The first event held 
in 2008 drew an unexpectedly large 
crowd—about 500, he estimates—but 
he’s expecting “well over 3,000” to attend 
this year’s festival.

It’s summertime in Camp Walton 
(now Fort Walton Beach), 1913. The 
sun is shining, a piano player is playing 
Scott Joplin’s “The Entertainer” on 
the wraparound porch, and many 
guests staying at the Gulfview Hotel 
are swimming in the sound behind 
the hotel. 


Other guests are strolling on the lawn 
behind the hotel and enjoying the warm 
Florida weather. People come from all 
over the country by land and water to 
stay at the Gulfview Hotel. Often, the 
rooms are full and tents have to be 
pitched around the hotel for guests. 


Originally built in 1906 as a hunting 
and fishing lodge, the building was 
converted to the Gulfview Hotel in 
1913 and hosted guests there until 
1986. That year, the Junior League of 
the Emerald Coast began raising funds 
to preserve and restore the building. 
Located at 12 Miracle Strip Parkway, 
the two-story structure was added to 
the National Register of Historic Places 
in 1992. 


Cissy Wyninegar—along with 
grandparents Theo and Molly (Gerlach) 
Staff and her aunt, uncle and sisters— 
owned and operated the hotel at various 
times over the years, then donated the 
hotel to the Junior League and deeded 
the land to First City Bank. 


In December 2016, Tom and Nicole 
Rothrauff, the latter Wyninegar’s 
daughter, bought the building and 
site from First City Bank. In January 
of this year, the Fort Walton Beach 
City Council approved accepting the 
donation of the Gulfview Hotel from the 
Rothrauff and the Wyninegar families. 


The city plans to move the Gulfview 
to a new location at the intersection 
of Highway 98 and Eglin Parkway. 
“We plan to convert the building into 
a visitor center that will continue to 
welcome visitors to Fort Walton Beach,” 
says Ted Corcoran, president and 
CEO of the Greater Fort Walton Beach 
Chamber of Commerce. 


On Sunday, June 25, Tom and Peggy 
Rice of the Magnolia Grill will host the 
Founders Day Fundraising Reception 
to save the historic Gulfview Hotel. 
“Peg and I were fortunate to have our 
rehearsal luncheon over 35 years ago 
on this property,” says Tom. 


“Her great-grandfather, Dr. J.H. Beal, 
lived next door on what are now the 
vacant lots at the end of Beal Parkway. 
We spent a great deal of our lives at

these sites and across Main Street at 
Peg’s dad’s Starkey Hotel Court. Those 
times are golden to us. We know what 
it takes to save old buildings and are 
so pleased to assist with this saving 
and reutilization of a part of the 
community’s history.” 


At the Founders Day reception, the Rices 
will display treasured correspondence 
from the 1920s between Gulfview Hotel 
owner Theo Staffand Dr. Beal discussing 
the purchase and operational details of 
the electrification and water well use of 
their Camp Walton properties. “There 
will also be historical and rarely seen 
items from the eras of Camp Walton, 
Fort Walton and Fort Walton Beach on 
display,” says Tom. 


Besides the Beal and Staff families, 
other early Fort Walton Beach families 
including the Gerlachs and Brookses 
will be celebrated at the event. There 
will also be a silent auction that will 
benefit the Bob Hope Air Force Enlisted 
Village in Shalimar.

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The Dogs of War — “Megan Leavey”

“They aren’t pets. They aren’t even 
dogs anymore. They’re warriors,” Gunny 
Martin (Common) warns Megan (Kate 
Mara) in Megan Leavey. 


I'd anticipated this movie for months, 
and attended the first showing at Destin 
Commons the day it was released to 
almost universal acclaim. The movie 
depicts the bond created between a 
Marine and her war dog, Rex, as they 
scour dry, dusty roads and buildings 
searching for IEDs. 


War dogs have a long and storied history 
with the U.S. military, which has used 
them to deliver supplies and messages 
to troops, locate wounded soldiers and 
detect bombs since World War I. Rex is 
the embodiment of their fierce courage 
and loyalty to their handlers—it’s 
especially evident in the scene where he 
jumps out of a moving vehicle to come to 
Leavey’s aid after a bomb literally blows 
her out and onto the roadside. 


Leavey was finally able to adopt Rex 
in 2012, and he lived for eight more 
months enjoying the comforts of civilian 
life before passing away in December 


of that year. But had she not been so 
persistent—gathering signatures and 
enlisting the help of New York Senator 
Chuck Schumer—Rex would have been 
euthanized. 


That was the fate of all war dogs upon 
their retirement until just about 20 years 
ago. In late 2000, President Bill Clinton 
signed a bill that allows the dogs to be 
adopted by law-enforcement agencies, 
military handlers and the public. 


That’s a big improvement from the 
Vietnam era. When U.S. troops began 
pulling out, the four-legged heroes who 
had served so faithfully by their sides 
were euthanized, abandoned or turned 
over to the South Vietnamese army 
(which largely viewed dogs as a food 
source). 


Military officials balked at the costs of 
flying them home, then housing and 
caring for them. But more importantly, 
none of the dogs were considered 
adoptable because they were seen 
as too aggressive and not able to be 
deprogrammed out of their wartime 
mentality. Ron Aiello, a Vietnam veteran 
and president of the New Jersey-based 
U.S. War Dogs Association, estimates

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that only 200 of the roughly 5,000 war 
dogs who served there returned home. 


I was also gratified to hear Rex referred 
to throughout the movie as “Sergeant 
Rex,” a step up from his corporal 
counterpart. 


Europe has centuries of experience 
breeding these types of dogs, so most 
U.S. war dogs are acquired from there, 
then trained at Lackland Air Force 
Base in San Antonio, Texas. By their 
first deployment, the Pentagon has 
invested tens of thousands of dollars 
into each canine (although to this day, 
military working dogs are still considered 
“obsolete equipment” once they retire). 


Lackland officials deny the dogs are 
given ranks. But our German shepherd 
was trained by a former handler (who 
also deployed to Iraq with his “sniffer”), 
and he told me war dogs are always 
given higher ranks than their handlers. 
Maybe that’s unofficial, but either way, 
it’s designed to head off any instances 
of abuse. 


After all, as Lisa Rogak wrote in her 2011 
book, The Dogs of War: The Courage, 
Love and Loyalty of Military Working 
Dogs: “If a human soldier were to 
physically or mentally abuse a superior 
in some fashion, it would be grounds for 
a court-martial.” 


“It’s like hitting a higher rank, and that’s 
not allowed,” a handler explains. 


So to General Rex and Corporal Leavey, 
thank you for your service and for 
helping to save countless lives. And a 
special thanks to Corporal Leavey for 
your dogged efforts to adopt your fellow 
warrior, and allowing him to live out his 
final months in the relative comforts of 
the civilian world.

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Zen of the Freediver

Freediving has to be the silver-backed, 
granddaddy of extreme sports. This 
isn’t snorkeling, or diving with scuba 
gear. In its most extreme “competitive” 
styles, freediving involves taking hold 
of an oblong chunk of lead and hanging 
on while it pulls you down a rope cable 
until the light turns blue-grey, then 
disappears—the object being to “out- 
deep” your competitors, and come back 
up to tell about it. It’s pretty much taking 
your life into your own last breath. 


Neither competitive nor sports freediving 
has changed much since ancient times. 
Freediving still means “voluntary 
apnea*—holding your breath. 


In the Panhandle, Mike Pooler’s Benthic 
Ocean Sports in Destin is the only brick- 
and-mortar outfit where freediving is 
taught, though Tallahassee freediver 
Rob Pierce’s business, Hypoxia 
Outfitters, is poised to assemble an elite 
freediving group of professionals and 
amateurs alike (styled the “Forgotten 
Coast Freedivers”). 


“Okay, some of the most popular depth 
disciplines include Free Immersion, 
Constant Weight, Variable Weight, and 
No Limit,” Pierce explains. “Also, you 
have the shallow water practices called 
pool disciplines.” 


Essentially, Free Immersion is pulling 
oneself down a cable-rope. According 
to the International Association for 
the Development of Apnea (AIDA), the 
women’s record is 300.3 feet, while the 
men’s is 409.2 feet. 


Divers doing Constant Weight go up 
and down along the rope under their 
own power. 


Variable Weighters ride lead sleds down 
a cable rope. The sinking is easy. What’s 
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tricky is how far to ride and still have 
enough O2 to come up under one’s own 
power. 


In his courses, Pooler doesn’t teach below 
132 feet, which precludes the Variable 
Weight event. “That kind of competition 
is the realm of a handful of divers—the 
hardcore boys,” he says. “They go down 
over 400 feet, and conditions in the Gulf 
aren’t really conducive to competitive 
freedive training anyway.” 


The true Evel Knievel types are the No 
Limit freedivers who ride sleds down, 
questing single-mindedly for the fabled 
1,000-foot mark—down to 800 feet 
reported—depending on automated 
flotation gear to lift them back to the 
surface, in whatever condition. 


Out of regard for their sport’s reputation, 
both Pooler and Pierce cite, at some 
point, the water safety mantra about 
never diving alone. When I mention 
once losing a friend to “shallow water 
blackout,” Pooler shakes his head. 


“Lots of casual divers don’t even know 
that word,” he says. “You dive. Pressure 
squeezes your body, but everything’s 
okay until you start back up. Water 
pressure un-squeezes—the blood runs 
out of your brain. You black out. If you 
got no buddy, you drown.” 


Apparently, the pool disciplines can be 
done anywhere one can float facedown 
in water. Though they can serve to 
teach breath-holding skills—i.e., how 
to stay off the panic button when your 
brain is screaming “Breathe! Breathe 
now!”—they are taken quite seriously 
by practitioners. Static Apnea can be 
done floating facedown in the water. 
According to AIDA, the world champion 
is a Frenchman, who did 11.35 minutes. 
The women’s champ, from Romania, did 
just over nine minutes. 


Every water baby that ever went to a 
swimming pool has done the Dynamic 
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Apnea thing, seeing how many laps 
they can swim underwater. A Greek 
diver has reportedly done more than the 
length of three football fields. 


When I ask if pool discipline specialists 
use “hyperventilation,” Pooler and 
Pierce are unanimous in condemning it 
as a “killer” practice. Hyperventilating, 
or deep huffing quantities of natural air, 
can short circuit the smothering panic 
and create an illusory sense of one’s 
limit, leading to blackout. 


Pooler suggests Yoga relaxation 
techniques to optimize the body’s 
oxygen utilization. 


Along that line, the Static Apnea 
category includes a subcategory 


permitting use of a pure oxygen mix, 
but not for deep dives, where it can 
become toxic. 


At first glance, extreme sports seem to 
fly in the face of good sense, with the 
hazards way bigger than the rewards. 
Yet diving to the “bottom of the sea” is a 
theme that runs through humankind’s 
most ancient tales. The 5,000-year- 
old story of Gilgamesh from ancient 
Sumer describes how that hero got 
hold of a big rock and jumped off into 
the deepest parts of the sea to fetch 
back a limb off the Tree of Life. 


If the exhilaration of pushing beyond 
the limits is what gives a freediver’s 
life its glory and bliss, the Tree of Life 
metaphor totally explains it.

Snapper Season Report, 
June 2017

Destin and the Gulf of Mexico offer an 
abundance of red snapper. They are one of the 
most sought after fish for anglers along the 
Panhandle, as well as for summer tourists. 
Red snapper are fun to catch, great to eat and 
can be targeted throughout the busy summer 
months. You’re allowed two per person at 
minimum of 16 inches. 


To get the inside scoop, we interviewed a 
few charter boat companies and even fished 
with one to see how the snapper fishing has 
been thus far. We went out with Captain 
Chris Kirby and Shelby Kirby of the Backlash 
(Destin Offshore Charters), where they run a 
private charter boat out of the Destin Harbor. 


Since June 1, they have been booked up with 
bottom fishing trips, specifically catching 
red snapper, grouper, vermillion snappers 
and more. They offer half-day, full-day and 
overnight trips. So far, they say the snapper 
fishing has been on fire (and they even have 
pictures to prove it). Our trip definitely did 
not disappoint. We couldn’t drop our bait 
down quick enough. We were out 35 to 40 
miles, dropping in about 200 feet of water. 
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Captain Clint Hood of Gulf Coast 
Inshore Charters gave us a bit of a 
different perspective. Hood went out in 
state waters, only a couple miles out, 
and had a very successful few hours. 
Hood and his girls managed to catch a 
limit of red snapper last weekend. 


Live cigar minnows are the bait of 
choice for red snapper amongst most 
anglers. These can be caught in front 
of the pass in the early mornings on 
sabiki rigs, or purchased from the 
bait boats. 


Once you have your bait, you 
have to decide where to go fish. 
FishingDestinGuide.com is a great 
website that lists all the public spots 
in the area. 


General rule of thumb with these 
public spots is, the closer to the pass, 
the more overfished they are. Some of 
the far runs may be more rewarding. 
After you arrive at your spot, you will 
want to use a circle hook ranging 
from a 6/0 to 8/0 on a 30-60-pound 
fluorocarbon leader with a 6-12 ounce 
Carolina rigged slip lead. The later the 
season gets, the smaller in leader size

and hook size you will want to go to 
be able to still get the bites.

Is the 
listing or the email correspondence 
filled with broken English? Call and 
ask questions. The person on the 
other end of the line should be able 
to answer anything you ask or put 
you in contact with their supervisor 
for an answer. 


4. Method of payment is important. 
Often times scammers request that 
you pay via money order or wire 
transfer—these are signs to run 
(don’t walk) in the other direction. 
Never give out your credit card 
information over email. Only use your 
credit card on a legitimate vacation 
rental website, and carefully read 
emails requesting payment. And 
never, ever send money overseas. 


5. Trust your gut. If something 
doesn’t sit well with you at any 
point in booking, pump the brakes. 
Remember, vacation is supposed to 
be relaxing before, during and after.

The 
group began in March 2007, when several local vets 
gathered weekly for breakfast around the “Big Round 
Table” at Harbor Docks. It soon became a regular 
meeting, and the name was awarded to the group 
by their waitress—a label of affection she gave the 
military veterans on account of their fondness for 
extra crispy bacon. 


The original group included a variety of veterans with 
rich military backgrounds, and included an admiral, 
a two-star general, a two-time Silver Star recipient, 
a World War II B-17 POW pilot, and even one of the 
famous “Black Sheep.” Currently, the Crispy Warriors 
is made up of just over 60 men who still meet for 
fellowship breakfast every Thursday morning at 
Another Broken Egg Cafe in Destin. 


They still have their bacon, tell old war stories and 
try to solve the world’s problems. “We are an eclectic 
mixture of mostly WWII, Korea and Vietnam vets, 
with lots of pilots, bit grunts and swabbies, too, and 
all U.S. military services are represented—Army, 
Navy, Air Force, Marines and Coast Guard” says 
Rich Adams. 


“We are thankful for the Crispy Warriors old guard, 
like John Beard, Bill McCowen and Sam Lambardo— 
who are still with us—and gentlemen like Harry 
Johnson, Evans Heath, George Warren and Tom 
Pollard, who have crossed the horizon,” says Westy 
Westenbarger. “These men brought together a 
group of veterans who not only showed allegiance 
and service to their country, but a dedication to our 
way of life here on the Emerald Coast—the same 
dedication and loyalty us current Crispy Warriors 
strive to continue.”

Food + Beverage > Chefs Up Close 


Catching Up (and Cooking) with Chef McManus

Chef James “Jimmy” McManus 
works out of a tidy suite of offices in 
HarborWalk Village’s theatrical, hivelike 
Emerald Grande building. From there 
he supervises an array of culinary 
operations, including no fewer than 
three professional kitchens, two for 
banquets and events, one for Grande 
Vista Bar & Grill. 


Beachcomber last spoke with McManus 
in 2015, when he was exploring Gulf- 
to-table cooking at “10” and pairing 
whiskeys with menus, among other 
activities, including fishing whenever 
possible. Since then there have been 
some changes, but his latest project, 
Cooking with the Chef, is actually a nod 
to his past. 


The Brooklyn native has been in and 
around kitchens for more than 30 
years, having learned his craft in the 
restaurant and hospitality business in 
New York, Salt Lake City and Pensacola, 
eventually coming here to Regatta Bay. 
It was at Regatta where he began offering 
cooking demonstrations to the public. 
He also did charity raffles, cooking in 
private homes for the raffle winners. 
His Regatta sessions drew a regular 
following, food lovers who showed up for 
every class. When McManus decided to 
revive the classes at Emerald Grande in 
the HarborView Room, many of his old 
fans showed up. 


Cooking with the Chef events are held 
at noon on the first Tuesday of the 
month, except in July, when it will be 
on July 11, due to the Independence 
Day holiday. McManus presides, and 
attendance has averaged between 30 
and 40 diners. The class starts around 
11:30 a.m. with a cheese tray and glass 
of wine chosen to pair with the cheese 
and the day’s food. As diners drink 
and snack, Mike Dwyer of Southern 
Wine and Spirits discusses the wine, 
its affinity to the food, “and other winey 
things,” says McManus. 


Chef McManus then takes over, 
describing and preparing a main course 
with sides. As part of his intention 
to make the class “seasonal and 
interactive,” he takes time for show- 
and-tell on the ingredients. A recent 
class featured blackened cobia with 
corn maque-choux. McManus brought 
a whole 30-pound cobia in fresh from 
the docks (it had been gutted, but was 


otherwise untouched), and proceeded 
to butcher the fish for cooking, taking 
care to show diners the fisherman’s gaff 
marks on the fish, along with various 
cutting methods. 


McManus does the presentations by 
himself, but has cooks in the kitchens 
prepping and readying the planned 
meal. He assists with plating and 
serving. The class costs $25, which 
covers the demonstration, one glass of 
wine, and the meal, plus a “surprise” 
dessert that is often some kind of sorbet 
or ice cream. Additional glasses of wine 
are available for $6, or by the bottle 
for $25. 


Each diner receives a recipe card for the 
day’s menu, and a placemat with a photo 
of the meal and accompanying wine. 
There’s also space for notes. McManus 
fields questions while he demonstrates, 
and while attendees do not assist, they 
are encouraged to come close and look, 
ask questions, and follow the action ona 
screen in the dining room. As the guests 
eat their lunches, McManus circulates 
among them conversing, answering 
more questions, taking comments and 
posing for photos. 


Recent classes have featured pistachio- 
crusted chicken with Speck, steak 
medallions Diane, shrimp, scallops 
and crab, and cobia. The plan for next 
month’s menu is coffee-crusted pork 
ribeye steaks with fig bourbon syrup. 
August and September are slated for 
crawfish etouffee and red snapper 
with sunflower seed crust. Flounder 
meuniere will be served in October. 
McManus will take the class outdoors 
on the terrace in November, when he will 
prepare Cajun-style deep-fried turkey. 


Each class description also explains 
special ingredients (like Speck), and what 
skill or procedure will be demonstrated, 
such as stuffing a whole fish or breaking 
it down into filets, deboning a whole 
chicken, or trussing a pork loin. 


Response, says McManus, has been 
favorable, with attendance as high as 
50, which is about as large a group as 
he likes to have. “I get a lot of regulars. 
They seem to enjoy it and the view can’t 
be beat.”

Stopping for Fuel in Niceville

Love the water? If you're visiting or 
live in the area, chances are good you 
said yes. But if you think the Gulf is 
the only game in town, you're missing 
out. Travel just a few miles in any 
direction from the beach and you'll 
find bays and bayous so beautiful, 
you'll feel like you’re riding through a 
real-life postcard. 


Nowhere is this truer than where 
Highways 85 and 20 intersect in 
Niceville. Down the hill from the 
street front’s not-so-scenic marina 
warehouse and dry-docked boats is a 


hidden waterfront paradise, offering a 
truly spectacular view. And it’s fronted 
by a fabulous restaurant run by an 
equally fabulous chef, Dan Pettis’ 
Fuel at North Light. 


But wait, there’s more. Said 
restaurant also has a separate bar 
about as far away from a redneck dive 
as you can get (not that we don’t love 
a good dive, mind you). The tasteful 
decor includes an innovative garage- 
style door that can be opened to 
allow mingling of indoor and outdoor 
seating, and a supersized view of the 
water. The libations served here are 
just as innovative and on trend, with

Saltwater Grill in Panama City 
Beach is pleased to announce the 
appointment of Chris Joyner as 
Executive Chef.

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offerings of smoke- and herb-infused 
craft cocktails, or whipped up with egg 
whites. 


Yes, egg whites. We don’t know about 
you, but that’s a high priority on our 
list of drinks we gotta try soon. 


But on this visit, we were enticed 
by what may be Boggy’s best beer 
selection, with a good chunk of them 
hailing from Northern Florida or 
nearby. Faves here include Oyster 
City’s Hooter Brown, Props’ Flying 
Coffin and Fairhope’ Brewing’s 
Therefore I Amber. We were especially 
thrilled to see Ye Olde Brothers 
included on the beer list as their brews 
are at the top of our all-time faves 
list. The long drive to their Navarre 
brewpub, not so much. 


Speaking of brewpubs, Niceville 
actually has one owned by two 
military veteran hopheads, 3rd Planet 
Brewing, that we’ve been wanting to 
try for months. And now the wait is 
over. Though we still haven’t made 
it to their pub on Partin Drive to 
test all 10 or 12 of their brews, Fuel 
currently taps 3rd Planet’s Bramber, 
an interesting hybrid of amber and 
brown ales that’s packing the very 
best qualities of each. 


Dark but not too dark and sweet but 
not too sweet, this brew manages 
to tickle with plenty of contrasting 
flavors—earthy, kind of spicy with 
an undertone of malty sweetness— 
all superbly balanced. And smooth. 
It’s this incredible smoothness that 
makes it so super-easy to drink. We 


can see ourselves reaching for it, 
even in the hottest, thirstiest months. 
We're definitely looking for more from 
this Boggy brewer. 


Other selections include Funky 
Buddha’s Floridian and Hop Gun 
IPA, Bluepoint’s Toasted Lager, 
Breckenridge’s Vanilla Porter as well 
as what has become a local staple, 
Grayton’s Beach Blonde ale. 


But enough about the brews. Let’s 
talk about the eats. They’ve definitely 
got ‘em. And we don’t mean just 
full-on meals, either, though Chef 
Dan serves up luscious entrees (just 
reading one of his menus is enough to 
bring on a drool fest). He also excels 
at small plates and munchies, such 
as Fuel’s signature Garlic Parmesan 
fries, tapas, and jerk wings. If you’re 
looking for a bargain, hit them up 
from 3 to 7 during happy hour when 
they’re priced at five bucks and a 
whole pound of peel-and-eat shrimp 
will only set you back 16. 


Draft crafts and premiums are also 
only five bucks, and bottled beers like 
Stella go for $3.50. The surrounding 
water view is free, though it’s easily 
worth a million or so bucks. 


Oddly enough, more than a few 
places have moved in—and, almost as 
quickly, out—of the location in the past 
few years, including one of our all-time 
favorite Boggy hotspots, Tucker Duke’s. 
We're guessing most folks don’t realize 
there’s a magnificent waterfront down 
that hill. But given all it has to offer, 
maybe it’s time they found out.
